Schlesinger as special assistant to the 
president in charge o f energy po licy , 
and Theo do re So rensen, o nce a 
principal aide to President Jo hn F. 
Kennedy , as directo r o f the CIA. 
After Christmas, he plans meetings 
with his 11-member cabinet o n St. 
Simo ns Island o ff the so uth Geo rgia 
co ast where his team will begin 
planning the po licy po sitio ns and 
directio ns the new administratio n will 
take after the Jan. 20 inauguratio n. 
Carter also has a meeting Tuesday

CINCINNATI (AP) - It’s that time 
o f y ear again. Time fo r sleighbells, 
mistleto e—and bo o tlegging. 
With lo cal residents sto cking up with 
ex tra ho liday cheer, the pro blem o f 
bo o tleg liquo r fro m Kentucky to Ohio 
beco mes greater ev ery y ear aro und 
this time, acco rding to Henry Ray , 
Ohio ’s lo cal inv estigato r in charge o f 
liquo r enfo rcement. 
Because Kentucky ’s liquo r tax es are 
lo wer than tho se in Ohio , the co st o f 
liquo r there is so mewhat less. The 
sav ings can be substantial when a case 
o r mo re o f liquo r is bo ught. 
The effo rt to get a bargain is no t that 
great either. It o nly means a ride 
acro ss the Ohio Riv er fro m Cincinnati, 
Ohio to No rthern Kentucky . 
The State o f Ohio fro wns o n such 
bargain sho pping. As a result, it is 
illegal to bring into Ohio any thing 
mo re than o ne quart o f liquo r ev ery 
30 
day s fro m o ut o f state. 
Tho se who v io late that law no t o nly 
face co nfiscatio n o f the bo o tleg liquo r, 
but also co nfiscatio n o f the v ehicle 
used to transpo rt it, Ray said. 
To further disco urage the practice, 
the state has set a max imum penalty 
o f $5 00 fine and 6 0 day s impriso nment 
fo r illegal po ssessio n o f liquo r and a 
max imum fine o f $1,000 and six mo nths 
impriso nment fo r illegal trans­ 
po rtatio n o f liquo r, Ray said. 
The penalties hav e no t diminished 
the temptatio ns ho wev er and Cin­ 
cinnati remains a majo r lo catio n fo r 
the activ ity . Of the estimated 6 0 
arrests made y early fo r liquo r 
smuggling into Ohio , abo ut 3 0 o ccur in 
the Cincinnati regio n, Ray said. 


Cincinnati has also had a brisk trade 
in bo o tleg cigarettes, since Ohio placed 
a 15 -cent tax o n each pack o f cigarettes 
so ld in the state. Kentucky ’s tax per 
pack is just three cents. 
When Ohio raised its sales tax in 
19 71, sales in the Cincinnati regio n 
dro pped by 3 5 per cent, acco rding to

Carter completed his lengthy 
cabinet selection process Thursday by 
naming Joseph A. Califano Jr., a 
Washington lawyer and a principal 
architect of President Lyndon B. 
Johnson’s "Great Society” legislation, 
to head the giant Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare. 
Carter also filled two other key 
noncabinet posts by naming former 
Defense 
Secretary 
Jam es 
R. 
Schlesinger as special assistant to the 
president in charge of energy policy, 
and Theodore Sorensen, once a 
principal aide to President John F. 
Kennedy, as director of the CIA. 
After (Christmas, he plans meetings 
with his 11-member cabinet on St. 
Simons Island off the south Georgia 
coast where his team will begin 
planning the policy positions and 
directions the new administration will 
take after the Jan. 20 inauguration. 
Carter also has a meeting Tuesday 
on the island with New York Gov. 
Hugh Carey and New York City Mayor 
Abraham Beame. 
But with his cabinet selections 
completed, the Presidentelect’s most 
pressing concern appeared to be the 
Christmas season. 
“I think the spirit of peace, the spirit 
of brotherhood and love that binds us 
together during this holiday season, 
transcends even any religious dif­ 
ferences,” Carter said at the end of a 
news conference Thursday at which he 
completed his cabinet nominations. 
“And I hope that we can enter the 
new year with a commitment to being 
closer together, to sharing our 
problems and our opportunities, in the 
greatest nation on earth.” 
The Carter family plans a Christmas 
celebration in keeping with a long-held 
family tradition. Christmas breakfast 
will be held at the home of Carter’s 
mother, 78-year-old “Miss Lillian”

of youths protesting the arrest of 
Communist leader Santiago Carrillo 
have clashed with police in Madrid’s 
central square for a second night. 
An estimated 3,000 to 4,000 young 
people threw rocks, raised clenched 
fists and hoisted red flags in front of 
police headquarters Thursday night.

Time For M istletoe, Bootlegging 


CINCINNATI (AP) — Ifs that time 
of year again. Time for sleighbelis, 
mistletoe—and bootlegging. 
With local residents stocking up with 
extra holiday cheer, the problem of 
bootleg liquor from Kentucky to Ohio 
becomes greater every year around 
this time, according to Henry Ray, 
Ohio’s local investigator in charge of 
liquor enforcement. 
Because Kentucky’s liquor taxes are 
lower than those in Ohio, the cost of 
liquor there is somewhat less. The 
savings can be substantial when a case 
or more of liquor is bought. 
The effort to get a bargain is not that 
great either. It only means a ride 
across the Ohio River from Cincinnati, 
Ohio to Northern Kentucky. 
The State of Ohio frowns on such 
bargain shopping. As a result, it is 
illegal to bring into Ohio anything 
more than one quart of liquor every 30 
days from out of state. 
Those who violate that law not only 
face confiscation of the bootleg liquor, 
but also confiscation of the vehicle 
used to transport it, Ray said. 
To further discourage the practice, 
the state has set a maximum penalty 
of $500 fine and 60 days imprisonment 
for illegal possession of liquor and a 
maximum fine of $1,000 and six months 
imprisonment for illegal trans­ 
portation of liquor, Ray said. 
The penalties have not diminished 
the temptations however and Cin­ 
cinnati remains a major location for 
the activity. Of the estimated 60 
arrests made yearly for liquor 
smuggling into Ohio, about 30 occur in 
the Cincinnati region, Ray said. 
Cincinnati has also had a brisk trade 
in bootleg cigarettes, since Ohio placed 
a 15-cent tax on each pack of cigarettes 
sold in the state. Kentucky’s tax per 
pack is just three cents. 
When Ohio raised its sales tax in 
1971, sales in the Cincinnati region 
dropped by 35 per cent, according to 


John D. Ryan, chief of inspection with 
the Ohio Department of Taxation. 
Sales in Northern Kentucky however 
jumped by 70 per cent, he said. 
It is estimated that the State of Ohio 
annually loses $20 million because of 
cigarette smuggling. Meanwhile, the 
U.S. Advisory Commission on Inter­ 
governmental Relations estim ates 
that about one third of the $38 million 
that Kentucky nets annually in 
cigarette taxes is the 
result of 


smuggling activities. 
The biggest problem according to 
Ryan is with the shopper who travels 
from Cincinnati to Kentucky in order 
to shop. 
The shopper may not even realize he 
is breaking a state law when he buys 
the cheaper cigarettes in Kentucky. 
Ryan warned however that the only 
cigarette purchased in Kentucky that 
can be legally brought back into Ohio 
“is the one you’re smoking.”

A CIA spokesman said th at as far as 
h e knew Moore is th e first CIA em­ 
ploy e, form er or cu rrent, ev er 
arrested on espionage ch arges. 
Moore, 56, retired in th e su mmer of 
1973 from a CIA job th at th e FBI said 
h ad “ someth ing to do with logistics.” 
He was ch arged u nder espionage laws 
with 
u nau th orized 
posession 
of 
m aterial relating to th e

defense and th eft of 
gov ernment 
property . 
His arrest climax ed a scenario th at 
began th e nigh t before wh en Sov iet 
diplomatic employ es discov ered a

Wash ington,” FBI Director Clarence 
Kelley said in an annou ncement of th e 
arrest. 
Th e agency said th e Sov iet facility 
was not its embassy , bu t wou ld not 
oth erwise identify th e establish ment. 
Th e package, a manila env elope 
abou t a h alf-inch th ick, was tu rned 
ov er to th e FBI by th e Ru ssians. Wh en 
opened, it was fou nd to contain copies 
of classified U.S. gov ernment papers 
and an anony mou s note with an offer to 
sell classified information to Sov iet 
agents. 
Th e papers in th e package were 
described as samples of wh at cou ld be 
ex pected to follow, th e FBI said. Th e 
env elope also contained detailed in­ 
stru ctions on h ow to make a clan­ 
destine pay m ent of $200,000, th e 
agency said. 
Th e FBI was waiting wh en Moore 
arriv ed at th e scene of th e pay off, th e 
agency said.

Strong W inds Drive H u ge Oil Slick To Sea 


BOSTON (AP) — Marine experts 
are hoping that an expected wind shift 
will keep a 100-mile long carpet of 
heavy oil from encroaching on the rich 
fishing grounds of Georges Bank. But 
that's all they can do — hope. 
Forecasters said the wind would 
reverse from soirtheasterly to nor­ 
thwesterly today and could Iwld off the 
oil slick, which is spreading from the 
tanker Argo Merchant, wrecked on the 
shoals off Nantucket Island. 
The U.S Coast Guard said winds will 
almost certainly keep the oil from any 
U S. shore, and they predicted that if it 
comes ashore anywhere, it might be 
acro.ss the Atlantic. 
In a few months, if it sticks 
together, it might come ashore 
somewhere — Iceland, Great Britain, 
who knows?'* said Coast Guard Capt 
I,ynn Hein. 
The spill, which began shortly after 
the vessel ran aground Dec. 15, has 
developed into one of history’s worst. 
Nearly the entire cargo — 7.6 million 
gallons of No 6 industrial oil - is 
coating the oceaui. 
The Coast Guard said water samples 
taken Thursday, five miles from the 
ship in the thickest part of the spill.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Federal 
agents staking out the drop for an 
espionage payoff were watching as a 
former employe of the Central 
Intelligence Agency arrived to pick up 
a package he thought contained 
money, the FBI says. 
Instead of finding the payoff, Edwin 
G. Moore was surrounded W e^esday 
by the federal agents. He was arrested 
at the drop near his home in suburban 
Bethesda, Md., accused by the 
government of trying to sell classified 
documents to the Soviet Union. 
A CHA spokesman said that as far as 
he knew Moore is the first CIA em­ 
ploye, former or current, ever 
arrested on espionage charges. 
Moore, 56, rrtired in the summer of 
1973 from a (TA job that the FBI said 
had “something to do with logistics." 
He was charged under espionage laws 
with 
unauthorized posession 
of 
material relating to the national 
defense and theft of government 
property. 
His arrest climaxed a scenario that 
began the night before when Soviet 
diplomatic employes discovered a 
package that they thought might be a 
bomb “on the grounds of a Soviet 
establishment 
in 
Northwest 
Washington," FBI Director Clarence 
Kelley said in an announcement of the 
arrest. 
The agency said the Soviet facility 
was not its embassy, but would not 
otherwise identify the establishment. 
The package, a manila envelope 
about a half-inch thick, was turned 
over to the FBI by the Russians. When 
opened, it was found to contain copies 
of classified U.S. government papers 
and an anonymous note with an offer to 
sell classified information to Soviet 
agents. 
The papers in the package were 
described as samples of what could be 
expected to follow, the FBI said. The 
envelope also contained detailed in­ 
structions on how to make a clan­ 
destine payment of $200,000, the 
agency said. 
The FBI was waiting when Moore 
arrived at the scene of the payoff, the 
agency said.

She is an active girl, her father said. 
“She was always involved in a lot of 
things. Volleyb^l, softball, dances." 
A lot more therapy remains though. 
Mrs. Groene said her daughter will 
have to continue hospital visits for leg 
and arm exercises. 
Jo said she was just “glad to be 
home" and plans to go out with her 
friends.

Most presidents of the United States 
have avoided elaborating their par­ 
ticular 
religious 
views 
openly, 
regarding it politically hazardous and 
lim iting themselves in public to 
reverent 
generalities. 
But 
Jimmy 
Carter laid it out explicitly, in the 
clear 
Among presidents down through the 
years, only lincoln has so plainly 
expressed his theological ideas in 
connection with that office, and 
possibly Wilson Most of the others of 
high religious concern, such as Jef­ 
ferson and John Adams, kept private 
their detailed discussions of it. 
preserved largely in personal papers. 
But Carter, newly elected to the 
presidency, brushed aside the con­ 
ventional reticence and spelled out 
frankly and publicly just where he 
stood in matters religious. He spoke 
against 
any 
governmental 
par­ 
tisanship 
about 
religion 
and 
disclaimed presuming to have himself 
any special pipeline to God, but 
strongly and specifically affirmed 
dependence on hun. 
“ I pray many times a day for God’s 
guidance as I confront difficult 
decisions,” he says. ” 1 ask God to let 
me do what's right, and let me do 
what's best.” But he said, “ Tile fact 
that a person has deep religious 
convictions doesn’t mean that person 
thinks he is always right. I recognize 
my own shortcomings and sinfulness 
and my need to improve, and the need 
for forgiveness from the people around 
me, and from God.” 
Carter, the first Georgian and the 
first full-fledged Southerner elected 
president since before the Civil War, 
also is the first in the presidential line 
to assert openly that Christ is the main 
influence in his life, and the first to 
make his concepts of Scriptural 
teaching and evangelical belief part of 
the electoral process. 
‘‘Jesus comes first in my life, even 
before politics,” he says. “ I don’t want 
anything that’s not God’s will for my 
life. .. I ’m a Christian, no matter 
what.” But he also says of Judaism: 
‘‘We worship the same God. We study 
the same Bible.” 
A Southern Baptist, Carter has 
served as deacon and Sunday School 
teacher in his home congragation in 
Plains, Ga. He has also served as 
trustee of the national denomination’s 
service agency, the Brotherhood 
Commission, and as a lay preacher, 
evangelist and worker on mission 
teams in Lock Haven Pa., and among 
Spanish-speaking poor in Springfield, 
Mass. 
‘‘My religion,” he says, ‘‘is as 
natural to me as breathing.” 
Whether his unreserved religious 
faith appealed to voters or not, it was 
not just pro forma as it has seemed to 
be with some past presidents. He had 
lived it and witnessed to it before ever 
aspiring to the presidency, and it 
clearly was the real Carter. 
In contrast, modem political savvy 
has tended to downplay the religious 
factor, keeping it so generalized as not 
really to matter one way or another 
and to bother no one. But Carter 
bluntly laid it on the line. Regardless of 
whether it helped him or hurt him at 
the polls, he declared his convictions. 
‘‘I do not hold them because of their 
effect on the electorate,” he says. ‘‘I 
hold them despite their effect. I hold 
them because I believe them. They’re 
part of the Carter package. They come 


with me. ” 
When the question first arose in the 
beginning of his campaign in 1975, he 
says he had a moment's hesitation 
about whether to pass it off with only 
his denominational affiliation, the 
usual sidelining of it. but ‘‘I decided I'd 
respond with the same kind of open­ 
ness and honesty to this question as to 
any other question.” 
He took some lumps for it. The 
political 
intelligentsia 
groaned. 
Numerous columnists and com­ 
mentators voiced their cynicism. 
Carter says the most unexpected 
aspect of the campaign had been the 
furor over his religious views. "So 
many analyses, so many stories, so 
many questions, so many expressions 
of doubt and skepticism — and oc­ 
casionally ridicule,” he says. 
“ It 
really amazed me, and sometimes it 
hurt a little.” 
Tm) other Baptists besides Carter 
have been president: 
Warren G. 
Harding. 1921-23, a perfunctory, in­ 
cidental member of the Northern 
branch, the American Baptist, and 
Harry Truman. 1945-'53, a Southern 
Baptist like Carter, but not so ex­ 
tensively active in church affairs, 
although a 
consistent 
worshipper, 
versed in Scriptures. 
Carter, despite misportrayals of his 
religion, is not a rigid Biblical literalist 
nor hard-line fundamentalist, being 
neither defensive nor judgmental. 
Rather, he conveys a positive, trusting 
religious viewpoint, a man of tolerant 
breadth and disciplined devotional 
practice. 
“ I pray many times during the day,” 
he says, noting that he does so 
especially when he hears of someone in 
trouble or when facing a decision af­ 
fecting the lives of others. "For a long 
time, I've had a habit of reading a 
* chapter in the Bible every day. It’s 
been a help to me and become part of 
my life . . . I haven’t missed a day this 
year.” 
lately, he’s been reading from a 
Spanish version, combining both 
sustaining his fluency in that language 
and sharpening his Scriptural con­ 
sciousness, reflecting his bent for 
getting maximum efficiency from his 
time. 
While his principles are grounded in 
the Bible, he also is familiar with the 
works of the great religious thinkers, 
Reinhold Niebuhr, Karl Barth, Paul 
Tillich, Soren Kierkegaard, and often 
refers to their insights. 
By a strange irony, the question has 
been raised about whether Carter 
might use the presidency to foist his 
religious views on others. Yet he 
belongs to a tradition, the Baptists, 
who from the first have been among 
the staunchest champions of individual 
liberty in religion and of the U.S. policy 
separating church and state. 
Indeed, Baptists played a key role in 
obtaining that policy. The first 
American colony assuring religious 
freedom was established in 1639 in 
Rhode Island by Baptist Roger 
Williams. A Baptist leader in Virginia, 
John I /eland, had a major influence 
with James Madison in drafting the 
firstco n stitu tio n al 
am endment

forbidding any "law respecting the

.So fervently have Baptists defended 
that principle that they're sometimes 
accused of carrying it too far. such as 
in refusing federal loans for their 
colleges They proclaim a spirit of 
individuality in religion, insisting that 
each person is free to drtermine his 
beliefs and interpret Scripture ac­ 
cording to his own conscience 
“ I believe in complete separation of 
church and state,” Carter says. 
"Certainly I would never use political 
office to impose my religious con­ 
victions on someone else. The broad 
diversity of philosophical and religious 
beliefs in our country is one of our 
greatest strengths ” 
Nevertheless, like any genuinely 
religious person. Carter makes clear 
that his faith permeates his whole 
outlook and provides the framework of 
his values in his approach to issues, 
personal and political. 
“ As far as my decisions as a political 
leader, they are affected very heavily 
by my Christian beliefs," he says. " I 
don’t look on the presidency as a 
pastorate. But it gives me a chance to 
serve and it also gives me a chance to 
magnify whatever influence I have, for 
either good or bad. and I hope it will be 
for good ,.. I try to utilize my religious 
beliefs as a constant guide in making 
my decisions as a private and public 
citizen.” 
He notes that there are ethical 
principles common to many religions 
— compassion, brotherhood, 
love, 
truth, honesty, decency, and he adds. 
“ I believe it is a state's responsibility 
and privilege to reflect these virtues in 
its policies, both domestic and 
foreign.” 
Carter's religion was portrayed as 
being problematical for Jews, yet 
Southern 
Baptists 
and 
other 
evangelicals are among the sturdiest 
supporters of the state of Israel, seeing 
it as a fulfillment of Biblical prophecy. 
Carter himself affirms that view. 
"The survival of Israel is not a 
political issue — it is a moral im­ 
perative,” he says. Surveys indicate 
Jews gave him 75 per cent of their 
vote, surpassing their usual margin for 
Democrats. 
Carter, 
whose 
main 
boyhood 
playmates were blacks, also showed 
that special Southern understanding 
for them, and they reciprocated with 
90 per cent of the black vote, providing 
his majority in several areas. ’ 
probably is the first president wh 
election edge came from blacks. 
Among Catholics, he took an 
dicated 54 per cent of the votes des 
criticism by some of the church's pi 
and bishops for his refusal to advocate 
a constitutional amendment outlawing 
all 
abortions. 
He emphasized he 
personally opposed abortion, and 
would do all he could to minimize the 
need for it. 
Carter, baptized in his home church 
as a boy of ll, had experienced a 
spiritual rebirth in 1966 at the age of 42, 
described as being "bom again,” a 
common 
evangelical 
expression 
drawn from Jesus’ statement in John 
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3:7: "You must be bom anew.” 
Although the mass media treated 4 
as some kind of strange anomaly, a 
Gallup survey indicates 34 per cent of 
all adult Americans say they have 
been 
"bom 
again" 
half 
the 
Protestants and I i per cert of Roman 
Catholics 
Actually it is basic to all 
Christianity whether the term is used 
or not. 
In Carter’s case, as he tells it. it 
happened at a low point in his political 
fortunes Troubled that his faith did 
not take priority over other interests. 
he wrestled with these and other 
misgivings on a conversational stroll 
through the pine woods near his home 
with his sister. Ruth Carter Stapleton. 
a psychologist-evangelist 
" I determined then and there really 
to commit my life to Christ." he says 
" I became uniquely aware of the Holy 
Spirit as an integral part of my life I 
began to read the Bible with new in 
teres* and perspective Store then, I ve 
had just about a new life. I’ve had an 
inner peace and inner assurance that 
have transformed my life for the 
better Now that doesn't mean I’m 
better, but I'm better off.” 
In his campaign, Carter not only 
faced misapprehensions about his own 
faith but false stereotypes about his 
denomination, the Southern Baptist, as 
a narrow, dogmatic body. Actually it 
embraces a diverse, yet generally 
moderate religious spectrum 
With 
12.7 million members, it is the largest 
Protestant body in the country, now 
spread through all 50 states 
Although predominantly white, its 
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national convention repeatedly has 
condemned race discrimination and 
segregation It has less then I per cert 
Wack membership and many of its 
congregations still are solidly white 
Only last month did Carter’s home 
church in Plains vote to open 4s 
membership to blacks, as king ad­ 
vocated by Carter s family 
As president, he says he plans no 
special services in the Wh4e I lo use as 
in the Nixon era when the president 
had his own selected religious at 
tendarts 
Carter intends simply to 
participate in a nearby Baptist 
congregation and "play down any sort 
of show about 4 " 
Carter s rise to the presidency 
heightened a religious element in the 
national consciousness. While he 
sometimes may have demurred at 
precision on various ether issues, he 
seemed to have touched some deeper 
chord, some more basic pain and need 
in American society for moral fiber 
and spiritual strength It was a theme 
be constantly sounded 
Perhaps he may bring some tem 
pering of the secular saturation that 
has dominated society in recent times 
suggests Lutheran scholar Richard J.

He notes that the last

My husband is extremely nervous 
and suffers fom fatigue at the end of 
the day.

If an 
iron deficiency 
anemia is present, replacement of iron 
by tablet, and be eating nourishing 
foods high in iron, will rectify it. 
Expensive tonics and vitamin 
supplements are no more beneficial 
than inexpensive iron tablets and an 
improved diet. The expensive ones can 
cause an anemia of the pocketbook, 
which can only lead to increased 


nervousness of those who must pay for 
them! 


Can you tell me something about the 
stripping method for varicose veins of 
the legs?

“Stripping” is one of a number of 
techniques used for the treatment of 
varicose veins. 


Under anesthesia, a long wire is 
threaded into the veins. The vein is 
then stripped, almost like the “ snake” 
technique that electricians use to bring 
wire from one room to another. 
This 
stripping method 
is 
not 
recommended in all cases of varicose 
veins. The choice of a particular type 
of operation is made by the surgeon 
after carefully evaluating the patient’s 
individual problem. 


In 
some 
instances, 
injection 
techniques are first tried. The stan­ 
dard surgical procedure of removing 
varicose veins is also considered. This 
is known as “cutting and ligation.” It 
has served for many years as an ef­ 
fective method of bringing relief to 
patients burdened by the problems of 
varicose veins.

A simple blood test takes the 
guesswork out of the definite diagnosis 
of anemia. If an iron deficiency 
anemia is present, replacement of iron 
by tablet, and be eating nourishing 
foods high in iron, will rectify it. 
Expensive tonics and vitamin 
supplements are no more beneficial 
than inexpensive iron tablets and an 
improved diet. The expensive ones can 
cause an anemia of the pocketbook, 
which can only lead to increased 


nervousness of those who must pay for 
them! 


Can you tell me something about the 
stripping method for varicose veins of 
the legs?

The Future Homemakers, with the 
agreement of the Post Office, four 
years ago took on the job of answering 
the mail addressed to Santa Claus. 
It was fun — still is; they haven’t 
given up the project, and still thrill at 
opening letters addressed like this: 
“ To Santa Claus. North Pole or 
South Pole. I can’t remember which.” 
Or opening a letter from 8-year-old 
Melissa, who sent Santa a picture and 
wanted him to do the same, figuring 
the ones she sees all look alike and 
couldn’t be the “ reel” Santa. 
Or from Barbara Stevenson, who 
wanted to get better acquainted: 
“ Wake me at midnight.” 
Among the letters, each year, are 
voices like Debbie's, small cries for 
help — “ A blanket” ... “ a tree with 
lights” ... “ a job for my mother.” 
These are the ones the Future 
Homemakers search out. 
The first year they found 16 families. 
The second, 20. The third, 35. That’s 
about all their resources can manage, 
35. They raise money themselves, buy 
necessities, see to the families’ welfare 
throughout the year. 


They ask other groups to help — 
civic clubs, social clubs — and if 
anybody is too busy to listen, they can 
show theft! Debbie’s letter, the letter 
that started it all. 
Here it is. Clip it out. Pin it to the 
Christmas tree. 
“ Dear Jesus and Santa Claus, 
“ My name is Debbie and I am 9 
years old and I have a little sister Tina 
she is 3 years old and a new baby 
brother James he is 3 months old. 
Jesus tell my little brother hi for me 
the one you took with you last year 
Tell him we still love him and will see 
him soon and you too Jesus. 
“ Tell Santa Claus we need food and 
clothes and bedclothes to keep us 
warm this winter and our baby brother 
needs some milk and food and bed 
clothes too. 
“ Santa if you have any toys left after 
all the other kids can we have some. 
Do you think your sled is big enough to 
bring us a Christmas tree so it will be a 
real Christmas for us. 
“ Jesus tell my little brother merry 
Christmas for us. Merry Christmas to 
you too. And Santa, thank you. 
“ Debbie. 
“ P.S. And thank you for taking time 
to listen to me. With all my love. And 
please Jesus let my uncle get out of 


prison he is only 19 years old. I will 
pray tonight and every night that you 
will answer my letter.”

NEW YORK - Fo rty -fiv e y ears ago 
this night, life was earnest and times 
were hard. 
It was Christmas Ev e, 19 31. Deep 
Depressio n. Turkey dinners and little 
tin to y s co uld be bo ught fo r little mo re 
than a so ng, but hundreds o f tho usands 
o f Americans co uldn’t affo rd them at 
any price. And didn’t feel like singing, 
either. It was an o ff-y ear fo r Santa 
Claus. There was no man who had 
ev ery thing, in 19 31. 
That night a gro up o f wo rkmen 
gathered to gether at an eno rmo us ho le 
in the gro und o ff Fifth Av enue in New 
Yo rk City . It was almo st midnight. 
They pitched in a few pennies, 
nickels and dimes, and the fo reman o f 
the crew and an assistant walked west 
a few blo cks and bartered their small 
co in co llectio n fo r a 15-fo o t Christmas 
tree. 
They hauled it back to the co n­ 
structio n sight - the great ho le in the 
gro und they had dug o ut, o n which a 
building was to be erected, and stuck 
the tree in the gro und. They deco rated 
it with little pieces o f co lo red paper. 
While they sto mped their feet o n the 
crusted mud, to keep warm, they sang 
caro ls. 


That relativ ely flim sy , paper- 
trimmed, unlighted, 15-fo o t mo narch 
o f the fo rest was the first Ro ckefeller 
Center Christmas tree. 
The traditio n was begun befo re the 
building. 


Since that day , ex ecutiv es at 
Ro ckefeller Center annually begin 
searching fo r a newer and greater tree 
specimen each y ear. They emplo y a 
Co o rdinato r o f Christmas Activ ities, 
who begins the quest fo r ano ther tree 
literally o n the first wo rking day after 
Christmas. 


Often, mo re th an 100 rangers are o n 
the lo o k o u t fo r th e rig h t 
tree. It’s no t 
an easy jo b , because Center trees 
rarely co me fro m the fo rests. In a 
fo rest, trees gro w high but they gro w 
lean. Fo r Ro ck efeller Center, which is 
80ft feet tall and a blo ck wide, there 
must be a tree th at has no t o n ly stature 
but fu lln ess; a free-standing giant o f 
perfect p ro p o rtio n s, 
where ev ery 
I ranch h as had eq u al access to sun and 
wind. 
Usu ally b y su mmer, 
the po tential 
Ro ck efeller Cen ter tree has been 
n arro wed d o wn to a few 
beauties. They 
are judged as scrupulo usly as Miss 
America co n testan ts. 
When the final selectio n is made, it is 
ty pically a natural perfectio n in fir: 
between 65 and 90 feet tall, weighing up 
to fiv e to ns, mo re than 80 y ears o ld. 
Then co mes the pro blem o f trans­ 
po rting the tree fro m its natural 
estate to the heart o f the city . 
The jo b is meticulo usly handled by 
men who kno w this mo st specialized 
task in the wo rld. 
There are a few men who ho isted 
ev ery Center tree fo r mo re than a 
quarter o f a century . Only they were 
allo wed to cart it thro ugh tunnels and 
traffic, ho ist it fro m truck to platfo rm 
at Ro ckefeller Plaza, and raise it by a 
7 5-fo o t crane into upright po sitio n. 
Ev ery o ne who has wo rked v ery lo ng 
in 
Ro ckefeller 
Center 
beco mes 
emo tio nally attached to each tree-o f- 
the-y ear. Each is different. But all are 
o ld and majestic. 
It is sad, when finally they are taken 
do wn in J anuary , to realize that their 
life is ended. 
Ah, but what a way to pass o n - as the 
mo st ho no red and famo us Christmas 
tree o n earth! 
Sev eral “ Santa Clauses” can be 
fo und within a two -blo ck radius o f 


Ro ckefeller Center. And fo r o ne little 
girl, fo r a few mo ments, o ne o f them 
must hav e been a tragic sight.

They hauled it back to the con­ 
struction sight - the great hole in the 
ground they had dug out, on which a 
building was to be erected, and stuck 
the tree in the ground. They decorated 
it with little pieces of colored paper. 
While they stomped their feet on the 
crusted mud, to keep warm, they sang 
carols. 
That relatively flimsy, paper- 
trimmed, unlighted, 15-foot monarch 
of the forest was the first Rockefeller 
Center Christmas tree. 
The tradition was begun before the 
building. 


Since that day, executives at 
Rockefeller Center annually begin 
searching for a newer and greater tree 
specimen each year. They employ a 
Coordinator of Christmas Activities, 
who begins the quest for another tree 
literally on the first working day after 
Christmas. 


Often, more than IOO rangers are on 
the lookout for the right tree. It s not 
an easy job, became Center trees 
rarely come from the forests In a 
forest, trees grow high but they grow 
wan For Rockefeller Center, which is 
80»i feet tall and a block wide, there 
must be a tree that has not only stature 
big fullness; a free-standing giant of 
P trfect proportions, where every 
I ranch has had equal access to sun and 
wind 
Usually by summer, the potential 
Rockefeller (enter tree has been 
narrowed down to a few beauties. They 
are judged as scrupulously as Miss 
America contestants. 
When the final selection is made, it is 
typically a natural perfection in fir: 
between 65 and 90 feet tall, weighing up 
to five tons, more than 80 years old. 
Then comes the problem of trans­ 
porting the tree from its natural 
estate to the heart of the city. 
The job is meticulously handled by 
men who know this most specialized 
task in the world. 
There are a few men who hoisted 
every Center tree for more than a 
quarter of a century. Only they were 
allowed to cart it through tunnels and 
traffic, hoist it from truck to platform 
at Rockefeller Plaza, and raise it by a 
75-foot crane into upright position. 
Everyone who has worked very long 
in 
Rockefeller Center 
becomes 
emotionally attached to each tree-of- 
the-year. Each is different. But all are 
old and majestic. 
It is sad, when finally they are taken 
down in January, to realize that their 
life is ended 
Ah, but what a way to pass on - as the 
most honored and famous Christmas 
tree on earth!

government is giving us 17 new 
Citizens Band channels on New Year’s 
Day, but the CB industry doubts it can 
provide enough new radios im­ 
mediately for all who want them. 
I,ast July, the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission approved 
expansion of the current 23-channel CB 
band to 40 channels, effective Jan. I. 
Since then, the industry has been 
struggling to meet what it figures will 
be a heavy demand for the new 40- 
channel sets. Most expect to come up 
short for some months. 
"I think there will be an initial 
shortage based on several things,” 
says John Sodolski, vice president of 
the Electronic Industries Association, 
a trade group. 
"One, the FCC will not allow ship­ 
ping the new 40-channel sets until Jan. 
I, and then it will take some days to get 
them from warehouses to retail 
outlets. 
“Also, the FCC has required new and 
tighter (anti-interference) standards 
on these sets and not every manufac­ 
turer is qualifying every set in his line. 
The result is a somewhat narrower 
selection,” compared with the number 
of 23-channel sets still on the market. 
The FCC is committed to complete 
by Jan. I its tests of the more than 400 
models submitted by its Nov. 
I 
deadline. It expects to have approved 
more than 200 models by year’s end. 
Manufacturers with FCC approvals 
of their 40-channel models have geared

His symbol used to be a drink in 
hand. Now it’s a cross hanging from 
his neck. 
“ I ’ve had a lot of highs and lows, 90 
per cent of them lows,” said Paxton, 
37, friendly and talkative. 
In 1960, he recorded the million- 
selling rock hit “ Alley Qop" as leader 
of the Hollywood Argyles. During the 
next six years, he produced rock hits 
like “ Cherish,” “ Hurray for Hazel,”

“ Monster Mash’ 
Mary.” 
“ Monster Mash” alone earned him 
$265,000. Most of it went for alcohol.

“ We’d see a sign at a church and go get 
in line,” he said. 
In the late 1960s, he directed a West 
Coast empire that included two 
recording studios, a m arina, a 
mountain hotel and house rental 
business. 
“ I was making $20,000 a month,” he 
said. 
In 1970, he lost everything because of 
drugs and alcohol. He moved to Nash­ 
ville, found religion and began 
polishing his genius for music.

time — I just took dope and drank. I 
would drink a fifth by noon and drank

NEW YORK (A P) - She had made 
the big-time, acquiring money, ac­ 
claim and lavish living. But it became 
empty to her and false. The desolation 
persisted until she saw the star. 
By the calendar, it wasn’t the 
Christmas star, but it had to do with a 
child and it flashed a similar meaning, 
“ There was no mistaking it,” says 
country music singer Jeannie C. Riley. 
It was an odd star, on a lonely August 
afternoon in Texas. It filled the void 
within her, she says, changed her life 
and her singing. 
A pretty, blue-eyed brunette, she had 
gained fame as the seemingly brash, 
hip and uninhibited young woman who

In that period, she said, she had 
“ quit the church, doubted God’s 
existence and thought the Bible was 
just a big beautiful myth. I simply had 
never thought much about spiritual 
things.”

But the sudden celebrity status that 
"Harper Valley” brought, the high 
income, applauding crowds, 
high- 
pressure 
schedule, 
including 
a 
divorce, and her built-up image as a 
tart-tongued, miniskirted rebel left her 
disillusioned. 
“ I ’d achieved my goals but I was 
miserable,” she said. She recalled that 
as a small-town girl from Anson, 
Texas, she often had pored over mail­ 
order catalogs, dreaming of fancy 
clothes, a big house, chauffeured cars, 
the limelight of attention. 
“ But it didn’t bring happiness,” she 
said. “ I knew there 
had to 
be 
something greater, something more. 
Things began to work on my con­ 
science.” 
Then a "miracle happened” on that 
strange 
afternoon 
in 
a 
Texas 
cemetery, she said, and “ God worked 
his way into my heart and changed my 
life.” 
“ It put my family back together,” 


she said, noting that she and her 
husband have remarried and now live 
on a farm outside Nashville, Tenn., 
where she belongs to the Forest Hills 
Baptist church. 
" It ’s done so much for me. It was a 
matter of breaking down my pride, of 
taking my eyes off myself, or making 
me more concerned for others. It was a 
rebirth. I’m happy now, happier than 
I ’ve ever been, and it’s for real.”

N A SH VILLE, Tenn. (A P) - Gary S. 
Paxton had six-digit salaries, fancy 
cars, huge homes. He also tried to kill 
himself, wore Salvation Army clothes 
and spent time in a mental institution. 
Ifs all part of the bittersweet ballad 
of one of Nashville's top producers of 
country and gospel music. 
As a rock 'n' roll star 15 years ago, 
his palace of success had trapdoors: 
mescaline and alcohol. “ I was a 
mess." he said. " I was as low as you 
could go.” 
Then, he said, he discovered Jesus 
Christ. His symbol used to be a drink in 
hand. Now ifs a cross hanging from 
his neck. 
" I ’ve had a lot of highs and lows, 90 
per cent of them lows," said Paxton, 
37, friendly and talkative. 
In 1960, he recorded the million- 
selling rock hit "Alley Oop" as leader 
of the Hollywood Argyles. During the 
next six years, he produced rock hits 
like ' Cherish," "Hurray for Hazel," 


‘‘Sweet 
Pea,” 
‘‘Honest 
I 
Do,” 
"Monster Mash" and "Along Comes 
M ary." 
"Monster Mash" alone earned him 
$265,000. Most of it went for alcohol. 
"B y 1962 I’d been rich and broke 
twice," he recalled. 
During

times 
he 
ate 
at 
Hollywood parties and church socials. 
"W e’d see a sign at a church and go get 
in line,” he said. 
• In the late 1960s, he directed a West 
Coast empire that included two 
recording studios, a m arina, a 
mountain hotel and house 
rental 
business. 
" I was making $20,000 a month,” he 
said. 
In 1970, he lost everything because of 
drugs and alcohol. He moved to Nash­ 
ville, found religion and began 
polishing his genius for music. 
" I was as near dead as you could 
get,” he said during a break in a

time — I just took dope and drank. I 
would drink a fifth by noon and drank 
24 hours a day for IO years.” He still 
has a paunch to prove it.

NEW YORK (A P) - She had made 
the big-time, acquiring money, ac­ 
claim and lavish living. But it became 
empty to her and false. The desolation 
persisted until she saw the star. 
By the calendar, it wasn’t the 
Christmas star, but it had to do with a 
child and it flashed a similar meaning 
"There was no mistaking it,” says 
country music singer Jeannie C. Riley. 
It was an odd star, on a lonely August 
afternoon in Texas. It filled the void 
within her. she says, changed her life 
and her singing. 
A pretty, blue-eyed brunette, she had 
gained fame as the seemingly brash, 
hip and uninhibited young woman who 
ripped 
into 
her 
community’s 
moralisms as hypocritical in her hit 
song, "Harper Valley PTA.” 
But it made her a kind of phony 
herself, she said in an interview. "The 
world put me into the role of a sassy, 
showoff sex symbol. It was an image 
created for me and I hated it, but for a 
long time I couldn’t step out of it, I was 
so stereotyped. 
" I was playing a part that was not 
really me.” 


In that period, she said, she had 
"quit the church, doubted God’s 
existence and thought the Bible was 
just a big beautiful myth. I simply had 
never thought much about spiritual 
things.” 
But the sudden celebrity status that 
• Harper Valley” brought, the high 
income, applauding crowds, 
high- 
pressure 
schedule, 
including 
a 
divorce, and her built-up image as a 
tart-tongued, miniskirted rebel left her 
disillusioned. 
" I’d achieved my goals but I was 
miserable," she said. She recalled that 
as a small-town girl from Anson, 
Texas, she often had pored over mail­ 
order catalogs, dreaming of fancy 
clothes, a big house, chauffeured cars, 
the limelight of attention. 
"But it didn’t bring happiness," she 
said. 
“ I knew there had to be 
something greater, something more. 
Things began to work on my con­ 
science.” 
Then a "miracle happened" on that 
strange 
afternoon 
in 
a 
Texas 
cemetery, she said, and "God worked 
his way into my heart and changed my 
life.” 
“ It put my family back together,” 


she said, noting that she and her 
husband have remarried and now live 
on a farm outside Nashville, Tenn., 
where she belongs to the Forest Hills 
Baptist church. 
" It ’s done so much for me. It was a 
matter of breaking down my pride, of 
taking my eyes off myself, or making 
me more concerned for others. It was a 
rebirth. I’m happy now, happier than 
I’ve ever been, and it’s for real.”

DETROIT (AP) - PreChristmas 
new domestic car sales hit the second 
fastest rate in history , the nation’s 
au to indu stry reported as mid-Decem­ 
ber sales figu res were totaled. 
The robu st sales annou nced Thu r­ 
sday for the Dec. 11-20 span prov ided 
the first ev idence of the 197 7 -model 
y ear that deliv eries in the new y ear 
wou ld approach the record lev els 
predicted by car ex ecu tiv es. 
The fou r U.S. makers sold 223,556 
cars in eight selling day s for a daily 
rate of 27 ,94 5, u p 33 per cent from a 
y ear ago, when 189,826 cars were sold 
in nine day s. The daily rate is the in­ 
du stry ’s y ardstick for comparing 
performances. 
The sales record for a midDecember 
period is 28,553 cars a day , set in 197 2. 
Prev iou sly , fall sales had been 
ru nning below ex pectations — ev en 
after adju sting for a fou r-week strike 
at Ford Motor Co. That prompted 
some indu stry officials, citing a 
temporary pau se in the market, to 
lower their sales targets for 1977. 
General Motors Corp., which set a 
new sales record for the period, led the 
indu stry with a 41 per cent gain ov er 
y ear-earlier lev els. 
Chry sler Corp. was u p 36 per cent 


and Ford Motor Co. 20 per cent, while 
small-car specialist American Motors 
Corp. remained in a downtu rn with an 
8 per cent decline.

WASHINGTON, Pa. (AP) - Joseph 
A. Yablonski, the United Mine 
Workers rebel slain almost seven 
years ago, left his two surviving sons 
an estate valued at more than $255,000, 
Washington County court records 
show. 
Yablonski, his wife and daughter 
were shot in their sleep New Year’s 
Eve 1969, three weeks after he lost a 
bitter election for the 
union’s 
presidency to W.A. “ Tony” Boyle. 
Nine people, including Boyle, either 
confessed or were convicted for their 
part in the plot to kill Yablonski. 
Boyle is now serving three con­ 
secutive life terms in Western State 
Penitentiary for his part in originating 
the scheme. 
Court papers filed Oct. 22 show 
Yablonski left $190,475 in stocks, 
bonds, cash, gold coins, and other 
personal holdings. He also left $65,000 
in two real estate properties. 
Yablonski’s two surviving sons, 
Kenneth and Joseph Jr., were named 
as executors of the will. 
Yablonski, a former coal miner, had 
been a union executive for 35 years, 
including president of the Pittsburgh- 
based District 5 and a member of the 
union’s international executive board.

Yablonski Estate 
Valued At $255,000 


WASHINGTON, Pa. (AP) - Joseph 
A. Yablonski, the United Mine 
Workers rebel slain almost seven 
years ago, left his two surviving sons 
an estate valued at more than $255,000, 
Washington County court records 
show. 
Yablonski, his wife and daughter 
were shot in their sleep New Year’s 
Eve 1969, three weeks after he lost a 
bitter election for the 
union’s 
presidency to W.A. “ Tony” Boyle. 
Nine people, including Boyle, either 
confessed or were convicted for their 
part in the plot to kill Yablonski. 
Boyle is now serving three con­ 
secutive life terms in Western State 
Penitentiary for his part in originating 
the scheme. 
Court papers filed Oct. 22 show 
Yablonski left $190,475 in stocks, 
bonds, cash, gold coins, and other 
personal holdings. He also left $65,000 
in two real estate properties. 
Yablonski’s two surviving sons, 
Kenneth and Joseph Jr., were named 
as executors of the will. 
Yablonski, a former coal miner, had 
been a union executive for 35 years, 
including president of the Pittsburgh- 
based District 5 and a member of the 
union’s international executive board. 
His top salary would have been 
$25,000 a year. 
“ He was an official of the or­ 
ganization from 1934 to 1969,” said Ken 
Yablonski. “Was he supposed to be

The value of the estate was revealed 
only after the state asked Washington 
County Court to site Ken Yablonski in 
September for not filing an inheritance 
tax return. 
At a hearing on that action Oct. 25, it 
was brought out that the estate had 
been filed three days earlier. 
“We chose not to process it while the 
prosecutions of the murders were 
going on,” Yablonski said. “ We didn’t 
think it was anybody’s business and we 
didn’t want it involved in the trials.” 
Accompanying documents showed it 
had been diminished by $15,000 which 
was used to pay debts and taxes.

—The family’s Clarksville, Pa., 
home valued at $40,000 but purchased 
for only $6,000 in the 1940’s. A two-story 
building in Brownsville, Fayette 
County, valued at $25,000. 
—3,739 shares of stock in 24 com­ 
panies worth $99,000 in 1969. 
—A trust of 8,000 shares of stock in 
the Washington Trotting Association, 
originator of The Meadows race track 
in Washington County, valued at 
$38,000. 
—A checking account totaling 
$13,675 and $5,000 in a safe deposit box. 
—Gold coins and a gold bar ap­ 
praised in 1969 at $5,231. 
—Bonds in five corporations worth 
$15,605.

B E IJ’AST, Northern Ireland (AP) 
— A smiling Santa Claus waves his 
mechanical arms at shoppers. 
Standing before a holiday decorated 
window, a British soldier wearing a 
bulletproof vest over his camouflage 
fatigues cradles a loaded rifle in his 
arms. 
A woman soldier frisks a smartly 
dressed young lady. 
This is Northern Ireland’s capital at 
Christmastime. 
A ring of steel, like the bars on a 
prison compound, encompasses more 
than a square mile of Belfast’s main 
shopping 
district, 
restricting 
automobiles. Shoppers carry their 
parcels in their arms. Should they set 
them down, they might be confiscated 
as suspected bombs. 
Lined up by the hundreds at each of 
several steel gates, grim-faced last- 
minute shoppers wait to be searched 
by Irish police and British soldiers 
before entering the business area. 
“ Today I’ve been stopped and 
searched at least six times,” says an 
old woman accompanied by her grand­ 
daughter. 
Once inside the steel cordon, 
shoppers walk through electronic 
devices before they gain entrance to 
most of the department stores, novelty 
and clothing shops, and restaurants. 
Attack dogs, restrained by soldiers, 
patrol the streets as Santa Claus 
comes by in his horse-drawn sleigh, 
shouting “ Happy Christmas.” Trailing 
close behind is an army jeep with four 
rifles pointing in all directions. 
The steel barricade that surrounds 
the shopping area was completed last 
June to discourage bombing and 
shooting where crowds gather.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The Ohio 
Supreme Court has reinstated a 
township trustee in Russell Township, 
Geauga County after a year-long dis­ 
pute over the official’s appointment.
